Building Codes Agency 
is Re-established 


A State Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards has been established in the 
Executive Office of Public Safety. The 
Board will be responsible for the ad- 
ministration of the State Building Code. 


The prior Building Code Commission was 
abolished several years ago during state 
budget negotiations. 


The new Board will consist of 11 unpaid 
appointees and a small technical staff 
charged with code interpretations and 
amendments, appeals processes, approval 
of new materials, licensing of construction 
supervisors, oversight of manufactured 
buildings, licensing of concrete testing 
labs, assisting local building officials and 
training inspectors. 
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BSA’s 1985 Convention

Tips for Out-of-Town 
Architects Working in Boston 


In ‘‘The Lawful Truth,”’ a Boston 
Magazine article reprinted in the January 
1985 issue of Eastern Review (Eastern 
Airlines’ in-flight magazine), writer 
Amram Ducovny reports on often- 
overlooked Boston statutes that place 
some constraints on urban design in 
Boston. 


Most notable: ‘‘. . . it is against Boston 
law to keep more than one cow for each 
three thousand square feet in a building.’’ 
To illustrate the implications of this law, 
Ducovny notes that the Hancock tower 
legally can accommodate 686 cows. 
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Major Changes Enacted in 
Construction Laws 


Recently enacted state legislation, which 
becomes effective on April 7, mandates a 
number of changes in the system of public 
construction in Massachusetts. 


This legislation, now known as Chapter 
484 of the Acts of 1984, is the second ma- 
jor revision of the original work of the 
Ward Commission. 


Of particular importance to architects are 
the following changes summarized by Carl 
Sapers, Esq. 


* Qualifications. It is no longer necessary 
for the CEO and majority of directors of 
a firm to be registered architects, land- 
scape architects or engineers to receive 
state contracts; now it is sufficient if a 
majority of the firm’s stock is owned by 
registered professionals. 


© Conflicts of Interest. Members of the 
DSB previously had to withdraw from 
DSB matters in which a finalist had been 
an employer of the Board or had engaged 
the Board member as a consultant af any 
time. Now the test applies only if the 
Board member is currently employed or 
engaged as a consultant by a finalist. 


© Eligibility of Feasibility Architect. 
When a state project involves repairs and 
the estimated cost of repairs and the in- 
itial study is not greater than $25,000, 
then preliminary work involved in identi- 
fying necessary repairs will not disqualify 
the person performing the study from ac- 
tually doing the design work to implement 
the repairs. 


© Insurance Requirement. The law now 
requires that professional liability cover- 
age be at least equal to 10% of estimated 
construction costs. Up to now, the law 
simply required insurance ‘‘in an adequate 
amount.”” 


* Local Studies. Cities and towns now 
may allow a designer who conducts a 
feasibility study to continue with the 
design work as long as an independent 
review of the feasibility study is commis- 
sioned.

* Minority Participation. DCPO’s Deputy 
Commissioner is now empowered to vary 
the percentage of construction work set 
aside for minority contractors and 
women-owned businesses and to waive the 
set-aside (formerly 5% in both cases) en- 
tirely when the Deputy Commissioner 
determines it is not feasible to do other- 
wise. 


* Payment Bonds. An agreement between 
an owner and a contractor to waive or 
cancel some payment bonds will be deem- 
ed deceptive and will give everyone who 
furnishes labor or materials on a project 
the right to sue for treble damages if they 
are damaged by the absence of a bond. 
General contractual cautions are not much 
help. Careful architects should seek legal 
advice on this one. Specifically, architects 
may wish to add to their specification 
provision on payment bonds the follow- 
ing: ‘‘Not withstanding the foregoing, the 
owner reserves the right to waive or cancel 
the requirement for furnishing a payment 
bond.’”’ That clause, to be useful, should 
appear immediately following the provi- 
sion requiring the furnishing of a payment 
bond. 


¢ Hold-Harmless Provisions. Indemnifica- 
tion and hold-harmless agreements relat- 
ing to construction contracts are voided to 
the extent that the new law renders useless 
paragraph 4.18 of the General Conditions 
(A-201). 


MSAA efforts to undo those changes in 
the law that seem disadvantageous will 
take considerable time and effort. In the 
meantime, architectural law expert Carl 
Sapers, Esq. urges individuals and firms 
active in public construction projects to 
read the entire 38-page law, which con- 
tains many provisions affecting the filed 
sub-bid sections of Chapter 149, the bid- 
ding provisions of Chapter 30 and the ad- 
ministrative provisions of Chapter 7. 


For the general practitioner, the changes 
described here cover the key issues.

Designer-Selection Guidelines 
Tightened at Local Level 


Although it happened over six months 
ago, it appears that many architects are 
not aware that the strong State designer- 
selection regulations have been extended 
to cities and towns in Massachusetts. 


In an August 23, 1984 memo from DCPO 
Deputy Commissioner Tunney Lee, cities 
and towns throughout the state were 
advised of the full range of designer- 
selection procedures required by law. 
Lee’s memo included a four-page descrip- 
tion of ‘‘Guidelines for Local Designer- 
Selection Procedures.”’ 


Included in the Guidelines are clear 
stipulations that the finalists be ranked in 
order of qualification and that the highest 
ranked finalist be selected on that basis. 


This is significant because many cities and 
towns had not been using the state law 
against fee bidding as a model — now 
they must.

Designer-Selection Based on 
Qualifications Viewed as 
More Economical 


The Maryland state government’s price- 
focused A/E selection process “‘is signifi- 
cantly more time-consuming and expen- 
sive’ than Florida’s qualifications-based 
system, according to a new AIA study. 


Maryland and Florida were selected for 
this study because their A/E selection pro- 
cesses are quite similar except for the role 
of price in selection. 


According to the AIA study, total costs of 
the A/E portion of Maryland’s capital 
construction process averages 13% of 
estimated construction costs; in Florida 
the average was 6.8%. The higher 
Maryland costs grow from staff and 
budget to prepare detailed programs on 
which architects and engineers can submit 
proposals.

Are You Eligible for 
EOCD Contracts? 


The Executive Office of Communities and 
Development (EOCD) will be inviting, 
through local housing authorities, applica- 
tions from Massachusetts-registered archi- 
tects who are interested in housing for the 
disabled and/or homeless. Over fifty 
Chapter 689 projects will require design as 
well as construction document preparation 
and administration services. Projects will 
include the rehabilitation of existing struc- 
tures as well as new buildings. Construc- 
tion budgets will vary accordingly from 
$100,000 to $500,000. 


In order to be considered, you must have 
on file at EOCD your Summary of Quali- 
fications and Experience materials. Con- 
tact Susan Holland at 617-727-5884 if you 
require information to meet this threshold 
requirement. Only those who can com- 
plete construction documents for bidding 
within six months of designer contract- 
signing need apply. Those who meet the 
threshold and timeliness requirements, 
and who have prior experience in housing 
the disabled and/or homeless, are en- 
couraged to apply. 


Local housing authorities will solicit ap- 
plications for specific projects through 
area newspapers, the Central Register and 
various newsletters. However, if you wish 
to receive direct notice of those opportu- 
nities, send you request to Robert L.

Certifications 


The following material is the fifth in a 
series of articles prepared by the Profes- 
sional Practice Subcommittee on Agree- 
ments/Contracts. We encourage members 
who have comments, questions, experi- 
ence to share or suggestions for future 
articles to send them to the Subcommittee 
at the BSA office. This month’s article 
was submitted by Timothy R. Twomey, 
Esq., AIA, of The Architects Col- 
laborative, Inc. 


All information is intended to be specific 
enough to be helpful; however, no one 
should act on this information without 
verifying with his/her attorney that this 
discussion is applicable to the facts of 
his/her particular situation. 


Increasingly, clients, construction lenders 
and others ask architects to sign state- 
ments certifying to matters in connection 
with design, construction, occupancy and 
other aspects of projects. A certification 
is, in effect, a guarantee of the truthful- 
ness of the matters stated. Parties re- 
questing certificates intend to rely upon 
the accuracy of the statements contained 
in them as a basis for future action. 
Depending upon the content of such state- 
ments, certifying architects may incur 
significant liability if the matters stated in 
the certificate prove not to be true. Such 
risks may not be insured by standard pro- 
fessional liability policies, which typically 
exclude coverage for express warranties or 
guarantees. 


The form of certificate typically will have 
been prepared by the attorney for the 
party requesting it. Therefore, an architect 
should insist on sufficient time to review it 
and to have his/her attorney review it. If 
the certificate relates to the services of a 
consultant to the architect, that consultant 
should review it and should provide the 
architect with a supporting certificate 
(related to the consultant’s services) 
similar in form to that which the architect 
ultimately will provide to the requesting 
party. Architects should delete statements 
about which they have no knowledge. If a 
statement is based upon information or 
documentation provided by others, that 
fact should be stated in the certificate. 
Certificates should indicate that all 
statements contained in them are made to 
the best of the architect’s knowledge, in- 
formation and belief, based upon the 
architect’s performance of services under 
his/her contract with the client, in accor- 
dance with generally accepted standards 
of professional architectural practice. 


If possible, architects should include in 
their contracts with clients an acknowledg- 
ment of the review procedures outlined 
above and of the limitations on the extent 
and content of certificates they may be re- 
quested to provide. 


Architects for Social 
Responsibility Organize 


The graphic symbol pictured above is an 
attempt to compare the firepower avail- 
able today with that used in World War 
II. In the center, a single dot represents 
the total tonnage of explosives used by all 
combatants during WWII. It represents 3 
megatons of TNT. 


Two squares filled with 3-megaton dots 
represent enough firepower (300 mega- 
tons) to destroy all the large and medium- 
size cities in the world. The full 120 
squares contain 6,000 dots, which repre- 
sent the combined arsenals of the U.S. 
and U.S.S.R. 


The symbol was designed as a button by 
Joseph Henry Putnam AIA and will be 
used to identify this newsletter column, 
which will be prepared regularly by the 
Architects for Social Responsibility Task 
Force. 


The Task Force’s objective, according to 
chairman Klaus Muller, is ‘‘to raise the 
consciousness within our profession about 
such major issues as the threat of nuclear 
destruction, economic and social deterio- 
ration of our built environment, pollution 
and the depletion of our natural 
resources.”

The Statute of Repose and 
Professional Liability 


Architects’ liability for injuries or 
damages suffered after the architect’s 
work is done is at the heart of a discus- 
sion of the Statute of Repose in the Fall 
1984 issue of the American Business Law 
Journal. 


The Massachusetts State Association of 
Architects’ amicus curiae brief prepared in 
1982 by Carl Sapers, Esq., is cited in this 
article on the Statute of Repose. A history 
of this kind of legislation concludes that 
most contemporary laws are appropriate 
even though many need to be amended to 
reduce ambiguity. 


This is an interesting article that addresses 
relationships among architects, engineers, 
builders and other professionals.

On my many trips back to Boston, I am 
always pleased to see how the preservation 
and adaptive re-use movement we first 
fostered has prospered. 


Imagine my surprise to find on page XI 
of your “‘official’’ guide saying that once 
there was a bulldozer and then during 
White’s mayoralty ‘‘Boston’s development 
took a new direction.”” 


There is not a word of truth in that state- 
ment. And not many in the rest of the 
paragraph. 

All of the Boston Development Program 
was publicly approved and publicly fund- 
ed before I left the BRA. Including 
Faneuil Hall Marketplace. 


I think the “‘official’’ guide should be cor- 
rected in the next edition. May I assume it 
will be? . . . P.S. Maybe I shall have to 
write my own book!

For I 
believe the first time, the January 1985 
issue veered from this policy. Forty-nine 
column-inches of material — 18% of the 
total issue — is devoted to subject matter 
that is not uniquely local in nature. If this 
material is of value, it should appear in 
one of the AIA national publications so 
that more people can benefit and the cost 
contribution per member can be 
significantly less . . . 


The second item, more subjective in 
nature, is the graphics. There is a signifi- 
cant visual change that I find detracts 
from the constantly improving character 
of the ‘“‘ChapterLetter.”” These changes 
may be characterized by the boxes, bars, 
stars and secondarily by the unnecessary 
spanning of columns. . .
